DR. JOHN R. DICKSON, A NATIVE 


OF ADAMS COUNTY. 


An Active and Successful Career in 


Gettysburg and Adams County 


Covering Thirty-six Years. 


Dr. John Russell Dickson, a promi- 


nent physician of Gettysburg and 
Adams county, died on Wednesday 
evening from a stroke received a day 
or two before. Dr. Dickson has been 
in failing health for several years, 
his first attack came in 1914 and he 
recovered so as to be able to resume 
the practice of his profession, but 
the attack in 1016 marie him an inva- 
lid. 
Dr. Dickson is a native of Ad- 


ams county having been born on the 
Straban township farm Feb. 23, 1853. 
and his age was 66 years. 5 months 
and 21 days. After attending schools 
of the county he graduated from the 
Chambersburg Academy in 1874 and 
from Lafayette College in iS/7. one 
of the honor men of his class, and its 
president. 
He entered the Medical 


Department 
of 
the 
University of 


Pennsylvania and graduated with the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine in 1880 
and one of the rir>t iionor men of 
the class. He began the practice of 
medicine at his farm and conducted 
the last sessions of the old Hunters- 
town Academy. 
His practice soon 


grew to very large dimension and af- 
ter twelve years, in 1893 he moved to 
Gettysburg and continued practice 
here, and soon had a large clientele 
and was very successful and made 
many friends. 
Dr. Dickson had a 


winning personality that won and 
held friends. He was physician at 
the Almshouse for nine years. He 
was appointed Count}- Medical In- 
spector for the State Department or 
Health in 1008 and served eight years. 
He was physician in charge of the 
State Tuberculosis Dispensary from 
its start in 1908 until his health be- 
came impaired. He was a surgeon of 
the P & R. R. Co. The funeral will

DR. JOHN R. D1CKSON, A NATIVE 


OF ADAMS COUNTY. 


An Active and Successful Career in 


Gettysburg and Adams County 


Covering Thirty-six Years. 


Dr. John Russell Dickson, a promi- 


nent physician 
of Gettysburg and 


Adams county, died on Wednesday 
evening from a stroke received a day 
or two before. Dr. Dickson has been 
in failing hcal Th for several years, 
his first attack came in 1914 and he 
recovered so as to be able to resume 
the practice of his profession, but 
th; attack in 1016 made him an inva- 
lid. 
Dr. Dickson is a native of Ad- 


ams county having been born on the 
Straban township farm Feb. 23, 1853, 
and iiis age was 66 years. 5 months 
and 21 days. After attending schools 
of the county he graduated from the 
Chambersburg Academy in 1874 and 
from Lafayette College in 1877, one 
of the honor men of his class, and its 
president. 
He entered the Medical 


Department 
of 
the 
University of 


Pennsylvania and graduated with the 
degree of Doctor of Medicine in 1880 
and one of the first Honor men of 
the class. He began the practice of 
medicine at his farm and conducted 
the last sessions of the old Hunters- 
town Academy. 
His practice soon 


grew to very large dimension and af- 
ter twelve years, in 1893 nc moved to 
Gettysburg and continued practice 
here, and soon had a large clientele 
and was very successful and made 
many friends. 
Dr. Dickson had a 


winning personality that won and 
held friends. He was physician at 
the Almshousc for nine years. He 
was appointed County Medical Irt'- 
spcctor for the Stale Department of 
Health in 3908 and served eight years. 
He was physician in charge of the 
State Tuberculosis Dispensary from 
its start in 1908 until his health be- 
came impaired 
He was a surgeon of 


the P & R. R. Co. The funeral will

SOME OF THE LESSONS TAUGHT 


BY THE WORLD WAR. 


Dr. Ch»rlei W. Eliot Point* the W«y 


to Education Thi» Country 


Dr. Charles W. 
Eliot, president 


emeritus of Harvard University, since 
the armistice, has reviewed the needs 
of American education in the light of 
the war. 
Compiler readers at the end 01 a 


century run can not help but be in- 
tensely interested in the things ahead 
in the next century—the really big 
things of the day. Part of Dr. Eliot s 
outlook is as follows: 


The 
war 
has 
revealed 
to 
the 


American public the unexpected fact 
that there is a considerable amount 
of illiteracy in the population, un- 
evenly distributed among the differ- 
ent States, but disappointingly large 
on the average—/./ per cent. 
Ihis 


illiteracy was 
conspicuous 
in 
the 


army and navy, which the Govern- 
ment undertook to recruit rapidly by 
draft, and was at once seen to pre- 
sent serious obstacles to the rapid 
training 
of 
effective 
Government 


forces. The public promptly perceiv- 
ed that the prevention of illiteracy 
was a national interest, which should 
never have been left to the States 
without anv supervision by the Na- 
tional 
Government. 
Although the 


existing illiteracy and 
its conse- 


quences were brought to the atten- 
tion of the American people by the 
war. the whole people at once saw 
that the public interest in the pre- 
vention of illiteracy was not at all 
confined to war times. 
They saw 


that the prevention of illiteracy was 
even a greater object for the nation 
as a whole in normal peace times 
than in abnormal war times: so that 
the whole people is now prepared to 


to urge, \vhat- 
Congress may 
order that the 


National Government may bring ef- 
fective aid to the States in extin- 
guishing illiteracy. There is a de- 
fect in American education, revealed 
by the war, which Congress and the 
Administration ought to proceed at 


support, and indeed 
ever appropriations 
think necessary, in 


teachers and social workers. 
We 


shall owe to the war the permaneiu 
national organization for the defense 
of modern society against the grav- 
est dangers to which it is exposed. 
The American Government is the 
only one in the world which has un- 
dertaken thus far to defend modern 
society 
effectively 
against 
the 


scourges, which punish with crushing 
severity lust, prostitution, and alco- 
holism in combination. 


The sporadic inspection of school 


children and the medical examina- 
tions of young men drafted for the 
National "Army have revealed a per- 
centage of defective bodies in the 
youth of the country -,cry mortifying 
to 
thinking Americans. 
Many of 


these bodily defects arc remediable: 
but thu« far the organization and en- 
forcing of remedial and preventive 
processes have been by no means 
adequate for coping with the existing 
evils. Most 
of 
the 
attempts 
at 


remedy and prevention have been 
made in towns or cities: and the Na- 
tional Government and 
the 
State 


Governments have not yet attacked 
seriously the general problem. Both 
the National and the State Govern- 
ments should at once plan and carrv 
into execution a great expansion of 
the functions of the medical examin- 
er, the school nurse, and the district 
nurse, and these officials should work 
alt through the year on the detection 
and treatment of defects and diseases 
in children and the instruction of pa- 
rents and children as to remedial and 
preventive action in iheir homes. 


These permanent 
officials 
should 


also give public instruction in regard 
to diet, nutrition, housing, commun- 
itv 
cleanliness, 
and 
the 
medical 


means of controlling epidemics. They 
should be employed at 
public ex- 


pense: and access to this instruction 
should be free to all corners of what- 
e\er age. race or condition. 
This_ is 


the most legitimate kind of public m- 


ction in a democracy, because 
kind most directly and immedi- 


ately useful to the entire community.
